No Talk of Peace Until There Is Resti- 


tution, Reparation and Guarantees 


London, Dec. 29 — The Spectator 
will devote the greater part of to- 
morrow’s issue to answering Presi- 
‘dent Wilson’s question as to what 
are the peace terms of the Entente 
Allies. 

Briefly summarized, the principal 
demands as outlined by the Specta- 
tor follows : 

“The peace terms are to start from 
the status quo before the war, thus 
including the evacuation of the whole 
of northern France, Belgium and 
Luxemburg and all lands taken from 
Serbia, Roumania, Russia and Monte- 
negro.

Professor Thinks Slaughter Improves 
Bad Morals of Race

Prof. Fugmann, of Leipzig, has pub- 
shed a book entitled, “The Blessing 
pf War.” ‘It is one of those numerous 
works which have appeared in Ger- 


fuany since the outbreak of hostili- . 


ties dealing with war as a biological 
Mecessity and as the great “world 
cleanser.” Its argument follows the 
usual lines which havé often been ex- 
plained. 


But a portion of Professor Fug- 


mann’s picture of Germany before the © 


war is worth quoting: “There was 
dissension on all sides. The people 
were engrossed in the pettiest inter 
ests of the day. The life led by the 
bulk of Germans was indescribable, 
even though serious men lifted up 
their voices against the iniquity of it 
all. Fidelity and faith had disappear- 
ed. A man’s word had no value. Con- 
racts were made only to be broken. 
usiness in general assumed a shape 
resembling a huge organized decep- 
tion, The corruptions of life grew 
apace in town and country, and no 
rophet, no preacher of morals, no 
Bpostle of nature, no seer was in a 
position to stem the tide of degener- 
fAcy and decay. Every man who pro- 
fessed an ideal was ridiculed. Such 
was Germany before the war.” 

It may be, continues the Professor, 
hat hundreds of thousands will be 
{lled or ruined by the war, but even 

puch a calamity is infinitely to be 
preferred to millions rapidly degener- 
ating and growing daily more rotten. 
God loved the German nation to such 
& dogree, says Dr. Fugmann, that he 

pent this war to heal it of the gan- 

ene which was eating into its vitals.

ollows: “This war comes from God, 

War is 
the father of all things, and for Ger

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section uf available 
Dominion land in Manitova, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at tne Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suv-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre.

PEER WITH GERMANS 


Duke of Albany Almost Captured—A 
Tank's Battle 


Describing discoveries after a Brit- 
ish victory in France a London writer 
says: Among the enemy’s stores are 
sone suggestive discoveries. In one 
lot of chips and bolts every twentieth 
bullet is explosive—a real explosive 
bullet like a miniature shell. It is 
said that this dastardly missile was 
intended for use against airmen. It 
was, of course, also used in times of 
stress, if not always, in infantry fight- 
ing. The prisoners included men from 
all parts of Germany: Prussians, 
Westphalians, Wurttembergers, Sax- 
ons, Bavarians, and Silesians. I am 
told that the 98th Regiment of the 
38th Division—from which many 
prisoners have been taken—was just 
about to be reviewed by {ts colonel, 
the Duke of Albany, who had come 
to the neighborhood for the ceremony. 
Tanks were in action at two parts 
of the line, and one fought a battle 
of the giants. It nosed a victorious 
career down the slope towards the 
river. The infantry wore far behind 
and enemy with bombs swarmed round 
the leviathan. But it had a great 
heart. For a period that seemed 
hours it lay at bay, snarling and spit- 
ting and biting, until at last the in- 
fantry swarmed forward and recover- 
ed what one humorist called the regi- 
mental mascot. Of its crew only one 
was hurt. It had done great things 
before needing assistance. 


FEEDING THE BELGIANS 


On Rejected German Bread—Ltying 
Films Sent to Neutrals 


In a London lecture Mr. D. Thomas 
Curtin was particularly amusing in 
his account of the manner in which 
the German Government uses the con- 
trolled and subservient press so as 
to divert public opinion and keep alive 
the general belief that England was 
deliberately responsible for the war. 
He gave one {lluminating example of 
the method employed to influence 
neutral opinion. A kinematograph 
film circulated throughout the world 
purported to show the distribution of 
bread to the inhabitants of conquered 
Belgium. It was designed to show the 
world the tender care of the Germans 
for the people whose territory the 
necessities of war had compelled them 
to occupy. But the film did not dis- 
close the fact that the bread used 
for those picture purposes was re- 
jected army bread too bad to be eaten 
by the German troops.

SEVEN FOE FLIERS 


Three Times Did Gaptain Ball, Aged 
Twenty, Win the D.8.0.— De- 
scribes His Methods 


Commenting on an investiture by 
King George, an English paper said: 
A very interesting case was that of 
Captain Albert Ball, of the Sherwood 
Foresters and Royal Flying Corps, 
who received the D.S..0 with two bars 
and the Military Cross. A man can- 
not win the same decoration twice 
over, and the bestowal of D.3S.O. with 
two bars means in effect that Captain 
Ball has won the D.§.0O. three times 
over during the present campaign, ag 
well as the Military Cross. Captain 
Albert Ball is a native of Nottingham, 
and joined the Sherwood Foresters as 
a@ private at the outbreak of war. 
After earning his commission he 
transferred to the Royal Flying Corps 
‘ and went to the western front. He is 
only twenty years of age, but has long 
been recognized as one of the most 
expert and daring airmen in the ser. 
vice. He holds the record of having 
brought down 29 German aeroplanes, 
4 of them in one day. 


Attacked Seven at Once 


He won his D.8.O. for attacking 
single-handed 7 enemy machines, 1 of 
which he shot down at 16 yards range, 
the others taking to flight. Imme- 
diately afterwards he attacked 5 more 
hostile machines and shot 1 down, 
He attacked another, brought it down, 
and returned to the aerodrome for 
more ammunition and drove 3 more 
machines off. For equally daring feats 
he was awarded bars to his D.S.O. 

Captain Ball in a visit to Notting: 
ham, where his father is mayor, spoke 
of some of his methods. “As a rule,” 
he said, “my favorite dodge when I 
get to close quarters is to pretend that 
Iam going to attack from above. The 
Hun gets ready to fire at me and 
then I suddenly dive under his ma- 
chine and empty a drum into his 
petro] tank and down he goes. 


Flies Very Low 


“Sometimes I fly very, very low to 
make sure that the machine is de- 
stroyed and fire another drum at it. 
The other day on the Somme I came 
as low as 200 feet after I had brought 
down one machine in flames and fired 
at it again. Altogether, I have been 
brought down six times myself, gener- 
ally with my engine smashed up. Al- 
ways I have been lucky enough to 
land in my own lines.” 


BOASTED FORTS FALL 


Villages Surpassing Port Arthur Un. 
tenable by Germans 


Estimating the importance of the 
capture of St. Pierre and Beaumont- 
Hamel, an English writer says: The 
attack extended from the Grandcourt- 
Pozieres roud to a point considerably 
north of ieaumont-Hamel. It was a 
victory for Sir Douglas Haig and a 
blow to Hindenburg, who had declar- 
ed only a few weeks previously that 
“the Somme could take care of itself.” 
It was won in spite of every obstacle 
that the wind could imagine or the 
engineer invent—in spite of mud, 
which in that region is of the con- 
sistency of bird-ime (even though it 
is not as deep as on the Somme), in 
spite of bad weather, and in spite of 
fortifications of colossal strength. It 
was gained, too, against positions on 
which our attacks broke in vain earl- 
jer, and against the enemy’s picked 
troops. For the Germans had been 
bringing up their finest fighting ma- 
terial, and had re-organized their ar- 
tillery and air service, so that they 
fancied themselves perfectly secure. 
~ot. Pierre and Beaumont-Hamel 
were fortresses stronger in every pos- 
sible respect than Port Arthur, Plev- 
na, Sebastopol, or Badajoz. The con- 
struction cf Immense works there be- 
gan on ti eve of the Battle of the 
Marne, and had been continued ever 
sinee. The fortifications were the 
more formidable because they made 
little show above ground. They were 
almost invulnerable to direct gun fire, 
but they could be attacked by the 
giant howitzers which the allies had 
learned from the enemy to employ. 
Each fortress was furnished with dug- 
outs of great depth—secure from 
everything except a hit which choked 
the entrances—communicating by un- 
derground tunnels, which were of such 
size and carried to such a depth that 
they resembled the excavations of a 
London “tube,” 5 :

C.P.R. CONSTRUCTION WORK in 1916 


Completion of the Longest Tunnel in America 


His vear 1916 has been an 


in- 


market place. Amongst the speakers 


a teresting one in the history of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
It nas been a_e year of _pro- 
gress, even though the Dominion is 
struggling in a great war. As com- 
pared with the previous year there 
has been a tremendous revival of 
trade. Several important works for 
which appropriations were made be- 
fore the war, have been completed, 
the most important being the 
Connaught Tunnel through Mount 
MacDonald, in the Selkirk Moun- 
tains. The .- accomplishment of 
this task is a triumph of en- 
gineering and labor seldom equalled 
in the world's history. The tunnel is 
the longest double track tunnel in the 
Western hemisphere. The length is 
nbout 5 miles, the time in which the 
work was performed, in two and a 
half years, constituting a world’s re- 
cord. The number of men employed 
was about 600. The tunnel will mean 
the elimination of several miles of 
snow-sheds, will considerably reduce 
the distance connecting railway points, 
and affect a big grade reduction. 
The cost of the tunnel was $6,500,000. 
‘The amount of material taken from 
the bore is approximately 750,000 
cubic yards, and weighs considerably 
over 1,500,000 tons. Much of the 
centre portion of the bore was through 
solid rock. The work has been carri- 
ed out under the supervision of Mr. 
J. G. Sullivan, chief engineer of the 
Western Lines of the C. P. R. 

Previous to this the longest rail- 
way tunnel on the American conti- 
nent was the Hoosac Tunnel, 49 miles 
long, on the New York Central Rail- 
way line. The work of the Con- 
naught Tunnel began in 1914, and 
has progressed steadily since that 
time. The contractors who had the 
work in hand applied an entirely new 
method in tunnel piercing, known as 
the “Pioneer Bore.” It consists of 
an entirely separate tunnel driven in 
a line fifty feet parallel with the 
course of the main passage through 
the mountain. 

The tunnel, which is 29 feet wide 
and 23 feet high, follows a straight 
line under Mount MacDonald, emerg- 
ing In the Beaver Valley at a point 
about 1,000 feet below the present 
line. The eastern entrance is directly 
below Hermit, a station just east of 
Rogers Pass. The highest point 
reached in the tunnel is 3,795 feet 
above the sea level and 4,065 feet be. 
low the summit of MacDonald Peak. 
The passage through the mountains 
will have a grade of 1 per cent. up to 
the interior summit. 

Previous to the war the C. P. R. 
annually spent from $25,000,000 to 
$35,000,000 on the development of the 
West, and the excavation of the Con- 
naught Tunnel durtng the period of 
hostilities shows that Canada is 
strong to advance at home as she is 
undoubtedly strong to fight abroad. 

On July 17th, 1916, his Royal 
Highness, the Duke of Connaught, 
paid a visit to the tunnel and com- 
plimented the Canadian Pacific on 
the progress that the com»any was 
making. Then he baptized the new 
work “The Selkirk Tunnel.” Some 
weeks later at the request of Lord 
Shaughnessy, His Royal Iiighnesgs con- 
sented to have the tunned called after 
himself. Henceforth it ts to be call- 
ed “The Connaught Tunnel.” 

Improvements have been made to 
several stations along the Canadian 
Pacific, but the two notabies are the 
new stations erected at Quebec and 
North Toronto. The latter on upper 
Yonge Street, was formally opened 
on June 14, when Mayor Church 
started the first train running be- 
tween the new terminal and Mont- 
real, and declared the station to be 
opened for traffic. Mayor Church 
congratulated the Canadian Pacific 
on its foresight and enterprise, dealt 
with the good relations that existed 
between Toronto and the company, 
and referred to the offer of the old

Recently the C. P. R. acquired the 
Lake Erie and Northern Railway, 
and by doing so brought their lines 
into touch with a flourishing and in- 
teresting territory in Western On- 
tario, running from Galt to Port 
Dover. The new line has connection 
with the Canadfan Pacific main line 
at Galt and runs in conjunction with 
the G. P. & H. Railway, which gives 
access to Kitchener and intermediate 
points, as well as direct connection 
with Port Dover, Brantford and in- 
termediate points. The district in 
which the L. BE. & N. runs will bene- 
fit much by the new life which the 
C. P. R. is putting into the train ser- 
vice there. The transportation of 
the farming produce, so abundant in 
this part, will be facilitated, and 
tourists who wish to travel in the 
beautiful locality will find a conveni- 
ent and satisfactory service. 

During the year a new railway sta- 
tion was built at Brantford, as a re- 
sult of an agreement between the C. 
P. R. and the Hamilton Rgilway. The 
new station is to be used by both. 
The building will be a pretty set off 
to the town, and a convenience to the 
travelling public, as well as for the 
business people in the neighborhood. 

The Canadian Pacific Ocean Ser- 
vices had a busy and most successful 
year. On the Pacific the Empress of 
Russia and the Empress of Asta, two 
of the biggest C. P. R. vessels, which 
wore released by the Admiralty, have 
feturned to thefr usual routes be- 
tween Vancouver and Hongkong. 

The Canadian Pacific is spending 
$1,500,000 on the development of the 
port of Vancouver. Greater trade 
with Russia was one of the 
big ideas expounded in shipping 
circles during the later parts of the 
vear. It was with a view towards 
developing trade with Russia that 
the C. P. R. appointed Mr. Owen as 
their general agent at Viadivostock, 
where he will look after the handling 
of business. 

During the summer improvement 
work has been carried out at the C. 
P. R. terminal at St. John, N.B., mak- 
ing it possible to handle freight in a 
More expeditious manner than in the 
past. The large plers in the course 
of erection last year have been com- 
pleted, and many new tracks have 
been laid down, so that there is 
accommodation now at Sand Point 
for about 1,500 cars.’

The Algonquin Hotel, a very popu- 
lar hostelry on the Atlantic coast, 
has been slightly altered, the offica 
has been moved to the space formerly 
used as a drawing room, and the old 
office now forms an extension of the 
lounge, so that this splendid large 
room with its two fireplaces is now 
devoted exclusively to the comfort of 
the guests without interruption from 
the office routine.

wells, breaking and cultivating 50,000 
acres. The buildings will require 
about 20,000,000 feet of lumber to 
erect. The preparation of the farms 
will entail an expenditure of about 
$3,500,000. 

Early in the year Lord Shaugh- 
nessy decided that Dominion-wide or- 
ganization should be formed for 
scientific research in connection with 
Canada's vast metal, hydro-electric 
and chemical resources, which would 
ultimately result in the practical ap- 
plication to industry of many min- 
erals heretofore neglected or export- 
ed to other countries. During 
the year the C. P. R. proceeded to 
mobilize the best brains in the coun- 
try, and to utilize them in the man- 
ner which the President, and, indeed, 
the country at large, deems desirable.

YEAR FOR ELEVATORS 


Alberta Company Pays War Tax of $60,000 Without 
Feeling It 


From the interesting annual report 
of the Alberta Farmers’ Co-operative 
Elevator Company, Limited, some 
idea of the work of marketing the 
western wheat crop may be formed. 
During the season the company oper- 
ated 87 elevators and handled 19,- 
320,556 bushels of grain, 18,131,156 
of which was handled through eleva- 
tors and 1,189,400 bushels loaded 
over the platform and on track and 
consigned to the company, Of the a- 
mount handled through the elevators 
10,793,130 bushels was special binned 
and 7,338,026 bushels purchased — by 
cash ticket. Of this amount, over 
17,400,000 bushels was handled in the 
twelve months ending July 31, an a- 
verage of slightly over 200,000 bush- 
els per elevator. 

In addition to its wheat business 
the company handles live stock, coal 
lumber, ete. Through its organiza- 
tion, 36,224 hogs, 7,659 sheep and 36- 
224 cattle were passed, also 1,002 
ears of supplies, divided as follows: 
Flour and feed, 164; twine, 133; coal, 
370; posts, 204; hay, 30; lumber and 
building material, 42; salt, 7; fruit 
20; wood, 9; wire, 23.

Postmaster General Stricken 
With Pneumonia Succumbs 


' Ottawa, Dee. 29.—Thomas Chase 
Casgrain, postmaster-general of Can- 
ada, died of pnetmonia here to-day. 
' Member of Sir Robert Borden's 
Cabinet and most respected leader in 
Conservative polities in the Province 
of Quebec. He had been honored by 
King George. 

T, Chase Casgrain, K.C., LL.D., 
was born in Detroit, Mich., on July 
28, 1852, a member of a distinguished 
(Quebec family. He was a son of the 
late Senator Charles B. Casgrain, 

Mr. Casgrain was educated at Que- 
bec seminary and Laval university 
‘and graduated with distinetion, At 
an early age he became one of the 
leading men of the Canadian bar, and 
jhe practised law in Quebec from 1877 
jto 1897, and at Montreal after that 
date. He was crown prosecutor for 
the district of Quebee in 1882, and 
the following year declined appoint- 
ment as a stipendiary magistrate of 
the Northwest Territories. 

The deveased was junior counsel for 
‘the crown in the trial of Louis Riel 
for high treason at Regina in 1885. 
}In 1894 ge was chiuitnan of a royal 
commission to amend end redise th 
code of civil procedure in Quebec. Mr. 
Casgrain early became active in poli- 
tics and became one of the provincial 
leaders of the Conservative party. He 
was elected to the legislature in 1886 
and continued in that house for ten 
vears. He was attorney-general of 
Quebec from 1891 to 1896. Fron 1898 
to 1904 he sat in the house of com- 
mons for Montmorency consttituency, 
In 1909 he became president of the 
Conservative association for Quebec 
province, 

Mr. Casgrain in 1911 was appoint- 
ed by the king a member of the inter- 
national joint waterways commission 
ae the following year he became 
chairman of the Canadian section.

Verdun Triumph of French Had Joy: 
ous Incidents 

A French military eye witness re- 
lates episodes of the capture of Douau- 
mont. One regiment alone took 1,545 
prisoners in the day, besides 45 of- 
ficers. This caused an otficer in an- 
other regiment to say jokingly to the 
lleutenant-colonel, ‘Well, Richard, 
leave us some.” “Rather help me to 
count mine,” was the reply. 

In the “Lady’s Ravine” the Germans 
had dug an entire subterranean vil- 
lage holding two battalions. The 
Zouaves, falling from the sky with 
the shells, surprised this hornets’ nest. 
It was about one o’clock, the hour of 
repose in Germany, when the unex- 
pected guests came to disturb the 
Germans’ digestion. 

During the whole affair the Germans 
cried, ‘“‘Parden, Mercy,” rather than 
“Kamerad.” It was no longer the 
Germans of old, who invoked the com- 
radeship of arms. Thelr attitude fa 
one of humility. They were seen to 

o on their knees and cry “Long live 

rance.” ‘They give up all they have 
on them. Im the evening the Zouaves 
went along tte trench with boxes of 
cigars, smoking calmly amid the bom- 
bardmeut, and offered cigars to the 
officers, saying, “A Boche cigar, cap 
tain?” 


PRIVATE WHO BEHAVED 


Victoria Cross For Lancashire Lad‘s 
Decision and Courage—Wonderful 
Feat Modestly Told 

This is the story by Private James 
Hutchinson, a Lancashire lad, of an 
attack on the German trenches. After 
describing the terrible rush over the 
bullet-strewn No Man's Land, he says: 
“Soon afterward I reached the Ger- 
man trenches, quite breathless, but 
was soon through a gap in the wire, 
which our artillery had cut for us. 
The first thing | saw was a big Ger- 
men firing down the trench and knock- 
ing chalk off the side. When he had 
finished his ttle game I rushed 
around the traverse and put my 
bayonet through him. : 


His Blood Was Up! 


“There was another Boche there, 
and when he saw me he commenced 
to run toward a dug-out, but seemed 
to slip back a step, so I promptly got 
him through the head. Another was 
resting on one knee, and _ started 
shouting for mercy, but he paid the 
same penalty. I next went around 
another traverse, and found three 
more Germans, and they all met with 
the same fate, either with the bayonet 
or rifle bullet. Hurrying round the 
next traverse I saw about seven Huns 
throwing hand grenades at the lads 
who had not got in the trenches, but 
were fighting along the top. 


Covered the Retreat 


“There was one German left to 
guard the traverse, and he tried to 
throw a hand grenade at me, but could 
not get it ready in time, so I fired 
a round at him and hit him. I was 
dazed for a second and did not know 
whether to rush him or not, s0 I 
shouted to my party to get round tho 
traverse. I tlen reloaded and kept 
guard while the officer and men be- 
hind threw bombs at the enemy. A 
little later we got word to retire, so 
I kept guard while my party goi clear 
of the trenches, and then mounted the 
ladder and made my way back, cover- 
ing the enemy while the lads got tho 
wounded fn. Of the sixty-three men 
in the whoie raid twenty-one were re- 
ported missing, twenty-one got back 
wounded, end twenty-one answered 
the roll call. After the shelling had 
subsided 1 was able to get beck to; 
the village, and the next day had an! 
interview with the Major-General in 
charge of the division. An offider took! 
my name and number and said that [ 
would soon have something to wear! 
on my breast.’”” That something {s' 
the Victoria Cross—with its inscrip- 
tion; “For Valor.”
